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SOULEVARD SCHOOL 
DESTROVED BY FIRE 
AND FIREMEN HURT 


J. N. Johnson and Captain 
John M. Jenkins Are Bad- 
ly Burned and Bruised 
About the Body in Fight 
to Save Building. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 
MEETS THIS MORNING 
Plans Will Be Made to Re- 
build Structure—Children 
Will Be Transferred to 
Nearby Schoolhouses. 


Fire, which tt is believed originated 
from a defective flue. totally destroyed 
the Boulevard school building at the 
corner of Irwin street and North Bou- 
levard last night at about 7 o'clock. 

Whe nthe alarm was turned in the 
flames had gained such headway that 
all efforts of firemen to save the struc- 
ture were unavailing. The interior and 
framework was of wood construction 
and burned eso furiously that the inside 
of the echoolhouse had become a seeth- 
ing furnace of flames, which was soon 
beyond control of the firemen. 

Two Firemen Injured. 

Two firemen who were fighting the 
flames from the second story sustained 
serious tmjuries and burns and nar- 
rowly escaped death when a section of 
the roof fell in, carrying them down un- 
der the burning timbers. They were 
quickly rescued by other firemen and 
rushed to Grady hospital. 

They are J. N. Johnson, of 109 More- 
land avenue, from engine house No. 12, 
who was burned about the face and 
hands, and Captain John M Jenkins, of 
86 Candler street, also from engine 
houge No. 12, who had his face and 
hands burned and sustained bruises 
about the body. 

The four-room annex standing near 
the school is a frame structure and 
only fast work prevented it from burn- 
ing also. Superintendent of Schoole J. 
CC. Wardlaw stated that the loss to the 
city would probably be about $35,000. 
The exact amount of insurance carried 
could not be ascertained last night, as 
the records in the city hall were not 
accessible, but a school official stated 
that it was between $15,000 and $20,000.

Food Administration to Con- 
trol—Savannah Probe 
Is Ordered.

Washington, February 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Manufacturers of ice, whether 
operating individually or in combina- 
tion, have a rocky road before them 
this spring and summer, if any at- 
tempts are made to profiteer at the ex- 
pense of the consumers, and all on ac- 
count of the initiative of Congressman 
Overstreet, of the first Georgia dis- 


trict, who took the matter up vigor- 
ously with the food administration as 
a direct result of alleged overcharging 
on the part of the manufacturers at 
Savannah. 

The food administration today an- 
nounced that it believes it had ample 
jurisdiction over the manufacture and 
distribution of ice by reason of its im- 
perative use in food preservation, and 
also because of the use of ammonia in 
its manufacture. To that end it in- 
structed Dr. Soule, Georgia adminis- 
trator, to open an investigation at once 
of the Savannah situation and to place 
an expert on the books of. the manu- 
facturers there to ascertain the cost of 
production. At.the same time it an- 
nounced to Representative Overstreet 
that if under its existing legalized au- 
thority it did not have sufficient juris- 
diction over ice it would. seek such au- 
thority by legislation at once. The 
Georgia incident, therefore, has opened 
one of thre livest questions yet brought 
before the food administration with an 
absolute certainty that ice will be 
iplaced under the control of the food 
administrators before it is closed. .

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Washington Believes Great 
Masses of Russian People 
Are Demanding Peace—If 
Allies Win Treaty Will Be 
Disregarded. 


Washington, February 19.—Announce- 
ment of the Bolshevik government’s in- 
tention to sign a peace treaty based on 
the humiliating conditions impoged by 
the Germans caused no surprise in of- 
ficial circles here in view of the fail- 
ure of the Russians’ attempt to in- 
fluence the German socialists to pre- 
vent an attack on unresisting people. 

An irresistible demand by the great 
masses of the Russian people for peace 
had brought about the downfall in turn 
of three successive governments, that 
of Czar Nicholas, Prince Lvosk and 
Kerensky. Lenine and Trotzky, ac- 
cording to the official understanding 
here, were fully aware that their 
regime would share the same fate if 
they failed to respond to the over- 
whelming demand of the public. 

There was danger of overthrow from 
the more patriotic Russians through 
accepting degrading terms of peace, 
but having carefully calculated the 
chances, it is believed there that 
Lenine and Trotzky finally decided on 
the face of the renewed German ad- 
vance into Russian territory, that their 
only hope of maintaining control of 
the government lay in complete sub- 
mission to the German demands. 

Treaty Depends on War Outcome. 

Such a peace treaty as now may be 
Sigmed according to the official view 
here, must depend for its vitality and 
legality entirely upon the outcome of 
the great war. Being made under ab- 
soluté compulsion, and by what 
is regarded as nothing more than a 
faction of the Russian people, the al- 
lies in a peace conference would de- 
mand that it be disregarded. 

Accepting as accurate the statement 
credited to Trotzky in his report upon 
the Brest-Litovsk negotiations, that 
the German terms included the reten- 
tion of Poland, Lithuania, Rigs and 
Moon Island and an indemnity of 800,- 
000,000 pounds, it is pointed out that 
the proposed treaty will be in direct 
violation not only of all peace prin- 
ciples, laid down by the entente spokes- 
men and President Wilson, but of the 
often quoted Teutonic declaration of 
“no annexations and no indemnities.” 
However, it is taken for granted that 


there will be an attempt to disguise 
these demands and deny that they con- 
stitute either indemnity or annexation. 

It is fully expecteti that the effort 
will be made to show that what the 
German reichstag meant in declaring 
against indemnities were punitive ex- 
actions and not repayment for the ac- 
tual damages sustained through the 
tremendous Russian drives into Poland 
and Galicia in the early days of the 
war. Also it is anticipated that the 
Germans will claim that their, con- 
tinued occupation of the western Rus- 
sian provinces is not really annexation 
in the objectionable meaning of that 
term: The occupied provinces are to 
be held only as a pledge for the pay- 
ment of the indemnity. 


Will Strengthen Military Parties. 


It. js realized, however, in diplomatic 
circles that the signing of such a 
treaty will serve to strengthen tre- 
| miendously the military parties tn Ger- 
Many and Austria where they have been 
seriously threatened by the socialistic 
elements because of the inadequate 
peact arrangements they have made 
with the Ukraine. 

As the treaty must mean cessation 
of the Bolshevik attacks upon the

Ukraine, the German troops which were 
to have been sent to the defense of: 
Ukraine will be released for western 
service. Otherwise it is not perceived 
by the officials here how the compul- 
sory ‘signature of a Russo-German 
treaty can have any further effect upon 
he uct of the war, as the trans- 
fer of the German eastern army to the 
western front has been fully antici- 
pated by the entente military com- 
manders, who are confident of their 
ability to cope with the refnforced Ger- 
man armies. 

It developed today that the officials 
here are waiting with the keenest in- 
terest confirmation of reports that 
Turkish and Bulgarian troops in large 
numbers are being sent into Belgium. 
It may be stated on authority that such 
a movement would have the gravest 
ae so far as America is con- 
cerned, and that it would be regarded 
as justifying an immediate declaration 
of the existence of a state of war be- 
a America and Turkey and Bul- 
garia.

THE CASE OF MR. CANDLER. 


The Constitution does not ordinarily dis- 
cuss a case that is before the courts, afd 
it will not in this instance enter into the 
merits of the action that involves Asa G. 
Candler, and of which so much has been 
said. 

We feel fully justified, however, in say- 
ing this much: 

Here is a case that, it must be remem- 
bered, was brought by Mr. Candler himself 
in defense of his own character and good 
name, which have been assailed. 

Mr. Candler went voluntarily 
grand jury, knowing and asking that the 
whole matter be threshed out by the courts 
for his protection. 

In due course, therefore, when the case 
comes up, it will be tried out, and The 
Constitution does not propose to discuss its 
details. 

Mr. Candler knew what he was doing 
when he brought the whole affair before the 
public, and he had good reason for so doing. 

The Constitution does say, however, 
not for the benefit of those who know Mr. 
Candler personally; not for the benefit of 
the community in which he has spent his 
lifetime, but for the benefit of those who 
reside elsewhere where he is not person- 
ally and intimately known, that the senti- 
ment here, in Mr. Candler’s home city, is 
universal, not only in sympathy with him, 
but in the belief that his course will be 
fully vindicated. It does not require the 
verdict of a jury to convince his own people 
of his uprightness as a man and a citizen in 
every relationship of life. The people here 
know that if there ever was a man who has 
led a Christian, righteous, unselfish life, 
Asa G. Candler is such a man. 

He has been for years foremost in every 
public activity; and while the world has 
been good to him and generous in its 
awards of things substantial, he has in 
every way more than done his part in meet- 
ing his obligations to humanity in return. 

He has been charitable in the extreme, 
in the front ranks in all church and edu- 
cational activities? and more liberal than 
any other man in this part of the country 
in his philanthropies. No man lives who is 
more entitled to the respect and confidence 
of his community in every aspect of life and 
conduct than is he. 

He had his own reasons for initiating 
this action in the courts, and there it all 
will be threshed out. 

The people of Atlanta, Mr. Candler’s 
neighbors and fellow townsmen, know and 
trust him. 

Here in Atlanta where he is best known 
the universal confidence of the public is 
the best tribute that can be paid to him as 
an upright, square-dealing, Christian gen- 
tleman, whose whole career puts him be- 
yond the reach of any shaft that avarice or 
cunning may aim against him. 

If such a man is not entitled to the 
fullest and the most outspoken confidence 
of his own people—then, indeed, is effort 
unavailing and precept unrewarded.

NOW PUT IT THROUGH. 


Every dollar of the $800,000 council pro- 
poses to raise by bonds is not only needed, 
but imperatively needed, by the city of 
Atlanta. 

The city, in fact, must have it; and if not 
by the bonding method, it must get it other- 
wise. 

A remunerative improvement contem- 
plated by the proposed bond issue is the 
building for the cyclorama, for which $100,- 
000 of the bond money would be used. The 
cyclorama is productive of revenue suffi- 
cient to carry the interest on this invest- 
ment and yielding large additional returns; 
and until it is put in a fireproof building 
the city is liable at any hour of the day or 
night not only to lose a work of art that 
could never be duplicated, and that is almost 
priceless from a historic standpoint, and 
also to lose’ a constant year-round source of 
monetary profit to the city. Its proper 
housing is something that should have been 
done long before this. 

The city incineration plant calls for 
$75,000, with which to provide means for 
converting its now wasted heat into profit. 
This plant, with its prodigal waste of steam 
potentialities, is) capable of yielding from 
$50,000 to $75,000 a year to the city if the 
power that is now going absolutely to waste 
is converted into electricity, as proposed. 
And immediately that current is developed 
there is a wholesale purchaser for every 
unit of it. 

As to the waterworks, coming in for 
$500,000 of the proposed bond issue, that 
is coming to be a question almost of life 
and death. This improvement has got to be 
made. It is no longer a question of finding 
the money to do it with; it is something 
that MUST BE DONE, if not by one way, 
then by another. If the money is not raised 
by bonds there will be no other possible 
alternative than for council to levy suffi- 
clent extra taxation with which to make 
these necessary repaire and improvements,

THE FALL OF KERENSKY 


(Continued From Yesterday.) 

Meantime in these anxious and troubled 
hours following the storming of the winter 
palace, the scenes of blood and disorder in 
the capital and Kerensky’s ineffectual efforts 
to gain control of the situation, I had been 
waiting in Petrograd, observing develop- 
menta The social revolutionaries instructed 
me to go Gatchina to confer with Kereneky. 
It was a pertlous mission obviously. Every- 
where were guards of the Bolsheviki, and 
these guards scrutinized or searched every 
traveler. News had reached them that Ke- 
rensky was reassembling his forces near 
Gatchina for an attack on Petrograd, and 
they were on the qui vive. 

I arrived in Gatchina at 8 o’clock on the 
evening of October 30, 1917. I learned that 
Kerensky was at the headquarters of the 
fourteenth army corps in the Alexandra pal- 
ace. 1 presented my credentials to M Voi- 
tinsky, the army commissary, and he told 
me confidentially that Kerensky’s cause was 
hopeless; that from 65 to 70 per cent of the 
army at the front was on the side of the 
Bolsheviki and that it was difficult to find 
one complete regiment loyal to the pro- 
visional government and willing to go to the 
rescue of Kerensky. 

At the time I heard these gloomy tidings 

with some astonishment, I could scarcely be- 
lieve the situation to be so hopeless. It 
seemed to me that Kerensky so truly rep- 
resented the fine ideals of the Russian peo- 
ple that it was impossible for the people to 
turn against him. I told Voitinaky that I 
was eager to see Kerensky at once. 
“IT have a message for him,” I said. “All 
the officers are with him. They are 
to take rifles and fight as privates 
in his army. Let him take command over 
ms. We will disperse this disorganized 
force. We will shatter this brutal mob.” 

Voitinsky shook his head negatively, but 
in words.

SUGAR AND CHILDREN. 

More than half of the solid matter in a 
baby’s natural food is sugar—sugar of milk. 
Consequently we hold that children need and 
must have a liberal ration of sugar or sweets 
in or with or immediately following their 
regular food, not at irregular times between 
meals. The sugar, for older children, may be 
in the form of cakes, pure candiea or, best 
of all, brown sugar or molasses on the bread 
and butter. The belief that ‘Sugar makes 
worms” is unworthy of a moment's consid- 
eration by any intelligent parent. 

But, just because Old Doctor Nature gives 
the wee wee babies lots of sugar, don't jump 
to the conclusion that a baby can be raised 
on an all-sugar diet. 

Certain signs point strongly to the ill ef- 
fects of sugar feeding in a bottle baby, and 
we briefly list these signs for the informa- 
tion of mothers: 

When the sugars are fed in excess the 
bowel movements are apt to be sour, foamy, 
irritating (sugars fermented to acids), 
watery, frequent and brownish like thin 
mustard. The reduction of the amount of 
sugar in the feeding formula, or the addi- 
tion of thin barley or oatmeal gruel to the 
food, will relieve this. 

Sugar, either can sugar (sucrose) or malt 
sugar (maltose) in excess is fattening, but 
the fat is flabby and the baby anemic and 
tickets is likely to occur. Sugar in consid- 
erable amount is readily digestible by a 
young baby; that is probably why Old Doctor 
Nature uses it to make up over half of the 
bulk of his formula. But the mere digesti- 
bility of a given food is no. criterion to em- 
ploy in determining the suitable diet for a 
baby. Babies fed on food containing an ex- 


cess of the sugars are noticeably more sub-_ 


ject to the acute acid intoxication (some- 
times called acute intestinal indigestion) 
which the grannies used to (well, they still 
do) consider the sure indication of “worma.”

Washington February 19-—(Special.)— 
Hunger in a ‘land of plenty! That seems in- 
congruous, but it is ahead of us just as cer-

Alarmist? No. 

There is no occasion for alarm; but there 
ia necessity for action.

Many cattle have been sacrificed in the 
drouth regions of the northwest and the 
southwest during the last few months, be- 
cause railroad cars could not be obtained as 
needed. 

Military movements must have first con- 
sideration, and military movements will be 
greater in 1918 than in 1917. 

The prime question for the farmer is not 
what product will bring the highest price, 
but what products will insure food for his 
family and feed for his live stock. The an- 
swer is: a vegetable garden, a milk cow, a 
brood sow, a poultry flock, ample corn, oats, 
peanuts, etc., and then as much cotton as he 
can cultivate well.

Mrs. Catt vs. 
Mrs. Wadsworth. 


Pending the approaching battle tn the 
senate on the woman suffrage matter, an in- 
teresting fight has developed between Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, president of the Na- 
tional Woman Suffrage association, and Mrs. 
James W. Wadsworth, Jr., wife of the senior 
senator from New York. Mrs. Wadsworth, 
who, by the way, is a daughter of the late 
John Hay, secretary of state under McKin- 
ley and subsequently under Roosevelt, is 
president of the National Association Op- 
posed to Woman Suffrage. She issues a 

vigorous public challenge to Mrs. Catt calling 

upon her to debate the question of the gen- 
eral adoption of woman suffrage in the 
press of the country (heaven spare the read- 
ers') or “to confess that the methods, plat- 
form and principles of the woman suffrage 
movement cannot succeed if submitted in 
any fair way to the sound judgment of the 
American people.” 

In reply to the invitation to debate the 
question now as a national issue, Mrs. Catt 
Stated that she believes “such a debate would 
be futile at this time,” and, “like speaking to 
a motion after it had been carried.” 

Mrs. Wadsworth comes forward with a 
formal public challenge,-declaring that since 
suffrage must be submitted to the senate 
and at least thirty-six state legislatures, it 
cannot be “carried” beforehand by the edict 
of a suffrage leader. Mrs. Wadsworth as- 
Serts that Mrs. Catt cannot “frame flimsy 
excuses and evasions to conceal her real fear 
of public diséussion;” and compares the ob- 
jections made by thé suffrage leader to ref- 
erenda or debate on this question with the 
attitude of the Germans on “self-determina- 
tion” for conquered peoples, and quoted Mrs. 
Catt’s testimony before. the woman suffrage 
committee as alleging to sustain her com- 
parison of the methods of “Pan- -Suffragism”" 
with “Pan-Germanism.”

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Director of Labor Sends 
Telegram to Gov. Dorsey 
Showing Necessity of Co- 
Operation of Labor. 


Relative to the shipbuilding situation, 
William Fiackman, director of labor for 
the emergency fleet corporation, yes- 
terday wired Governor Dorsey as fol- 
lows: 

“This war can be won through the 
construction this year by the United 
States and her allies of 9,800,000 tons 
of shipping. This amount will not only 
overcome the submarine lesses, but will 
also leave the margin necessary to care 
for the transportation of 1,500,000 
American troops and supplies over- 
seas, 

“Partial relief not in a military 
sense only, is being obtained through 
the limiting of imports, and the trans- 
fer of ships to army use from the less 
vital import trades. Under the presi- 
dent’s order, the work is now being 
undertaken by joint organization on 
the part of the shipping board and the 


war trade board, while raw materials 


absolutely necessary to supply the 
country’s vital necessities will, of 
course, be permitted to enter our ports, 
it is now necessary to reluctantly but 
drastically curtail the importation of 
supplies for the manufacture of war 
essentials, this to enable the shipping 
used for this trade to be released for 
war purposes. 
Only Answer te Problem. 

“In spite of this method for obtain- 
ing partial relief, the only real an- 
swer to the problem is ship construc- 
tion, this construction not only de- 
pends for its success upon labor, but 
the very life of labor itself depends on 
this construction—thus because 13,000,- 
000 men are employed in the manufac- 
turing plants of the United States to- 


day, of whom 6,200,000 are working on 
war materials and subsidiary industries 
alone. All of these men are threatened 
with forced shutdowns, and these shut- 
downs are absolutely inevitable unless 
the ships are built. 

“Even the trades directly manufac- 
turing war supplies, and the munitions 
plants themselves face a limitation of 
their output. 

“This is plain on its face, for not 
only are the ports and docks jammed 
with supplies for the overseas, but there 
are, in the sea coast terminals alone, 
more than 30,000 freight cars loaded 
with supplies for Europe—tliterally 
mountains of materials for which there 
is insufficient shipping tonnage. 

“No greater surplus or supplies can 
possibly be permitted to accumulate in 
these ports, even though the estimated 
amount of war supplies needed this 
year for overseas shipment will total 
8.500.000 tons. 

“There is but one thing ahead—a 
forced slowdown in American factories 
until the ships are built. 


Labor Vitally Interested. 


“The situation is one in which not 
only the nation is vitally interested, 
but one which strikes at the very heart 
of labor itself. Interruptions to busi- 
ness and consequent loss of earnings 
to the employee will recur or at least 
production will be retarded—with the 
same result—until we have shipping 
adequate to the task of clearing the 
port congestion. 

“For this reason, then, the welfare of 
all labor, both organized and unorganiz- 
ed, to the extent of some 13,000,000 
people now employed is at stake in 
the shipyards. 

“The coalless day and the freight em- 
bargo have already had a tremendous

few weeks. It is only be oe h ship- 
yard labor that relief to la hrough- 
out the nation can come. erefore, 
uncalled-for strikes not only threaten 
the safety of our armies in ance, but 
the very heart of labor itself through 
faced by millions o not engaged 
directly in shipyard work. For this rea- 
son a shipyard strike is in effect a 
lockout aimed at all labor in the coun- 
try and threatens the very life of or- 
ganized labor itself. 

“The peak load requirement for ay 
yard workers will be 600,000 men. On 
these men depend the ability of other 
labor to obtain steady employment. 

‘In other words, if a group of ship- 
yard workers tie up the shipyards or 
fail to give a full day’s work, not only 
will -the resultin stoppage of eac 
man’s work tie up from fifteen to twen- 
ty other yard workers and throw them 
out of employment, but this stoppage 
will also affect the direct employment 
of 6,200,000 war workers as well as 
the employment of the entire 13,000,000 
workers throughout the country. 

“Because of this fact the labor lead- 
ers of the country, including Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, have entered into 
an agreement with the navy epee’ 
ment, the shipping board and the er- 
gency Fleet corporation for the pre- 
vention of strikes—an agreement which 
has been kept with scrupulous care b 
its signers and enforced by a board, 
the very personnel of which insures 
fairness. 

“T wish, therefore, now that the pres- 
ident has personally taken action in 
the carpenters’ strike, to point out to 
employees and to the members of or- 
ganized labor throughout the coun- 
try, that their own interests are vital- 
ly at stake in this shipping matter, and 
that the whole force of their mighty 
influence must, for their own protec- 
tion, be used to keep the shipyards 
running full time and block any at- 
termpt to paralyze the nation’s business 
through strikes, and trust the labor 
adjustment board to deal fairly with 
them.”

Advertisements’ for Bids 
Peachtree Work Will Be 
Published This Week. 


Specifications have been approved by 
the public works committee for the 
permanent paving of Peachtree road, 
and authorities at Camp Gordon and 
at the office of Mr. Markham, the 
regional director of railroads. have 
assured the county of their active co- 
operation im the matter of securing 
cars for the transportation of material 
for the work. 

The first advertisement for bids on 
contracts for paving of the road from 
the city limits to Buckhead will be pub- 
lished before Saturday, public works 
officials stated.

BULL CORN MARKET 


All the Grains Responded 
Quickly to Word Senate 
Committee Had Favored 
Gore ‘Resolution Advanc- 
ing Wheat Price. 


Chicago, February 19.—Progress to- 
ward an increase of the government 
guarantee price on wheat for the 1918 
crop had a bullish effect today on the 
rain markets here. Corn closed steady, 
% to %c net higher, with March $1.27% 
and May $1.26%. Oats gained 34% @%c 
to 8%c up. Provisions finished at an 
advance of 10 to 50 cents. 

Both corn and oats, especially oats, 
responded quickly to word that the 
senate agricultural committee at Wash- 
ington had favorably reported the Gore 
resolution. Enhancement in the value 
of corn futures, however, was relative- 
ly small owing to the fact that corn 
trading has been greatly restricted un- 
der prevailing exchange regulations and 
in particular the maximum price al- 
lowed, $1.28 a bushel.

135,000 ILLITERATES. 


Largest Percentage of Men 
Come From North and East, 
Says W. O. Easton. 


Therefare 135,000 illiterates in the 
training camps throughout the United 
States today preparing to serve in the 
ranks of our army, according to W. O. 
Easton, of New York city, represent- 
ing the educational bureau of the Na- 


who spoke before army and navy Y. 
M. C. A. executives of the southeastern 
department during the second day's 
session of their three-day conference 
here. f 

“It has been wrongfully said that the 
largest percentage of illiterates come 
from the south,” said Mr. Easton. “The 
problem confronting the officers in the 
army today is the training of 75,000 
foreign-born men who do not speak the 
English language and understand but 
little that is said to them. The ma- 
jority of these men come from the 
north and east; laborers in Pennsy!- 
vania coal mines or the copper mines 
of Michigan, for example. 


Many Come From Maine. 

“When statistics show that there are 
25,000 American-born citizens in khaki 
today who neither read nor write Eng- 
lish, something must be wrong with 
the educational system. When refer- 
ence is made to the ‘uneducated moun- 
taineer,’ the backwoods of the Blue 
Ridge and the mountains of the south 
are taken for granted as their homes. 
Yet in a New England draft camp 250 
men from the Maine woods were found 
who could not read nor write. 

“There are approximately 35,000 ne- 
groes in the army today who do not 
read nor write. It igs one of the tasks 
of the Red Triangle to teach English 
to these men. French also is a sub- 
ject upon which we must concentrate 
our educational efforts in the training 
camps.” 

Professor A. Max Souby, former edu- 
cational director at Camp Gordon, now 
in charge of the Red Triangle educe- 
tional work in the southeastern ae- 
partment, stated that a 100 per dent 
increase in scope of the educational 
program in the twenty-five training 
camps of the seven states in this de- 
partment is shown in comparing fig- 
ures for January, 1918, with those of 
December, 1917.

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Proposed to Protect 
Agricultural Labor 
From Draft Measure 


By J. A. Hollomon. 

Washington, February 19.—(Special.) 
For several weeks the question of con- 
serving tHe farm labor of the country, 
particularly of the south, where the 
situation is more acute, has been up- 
permost in the minds of the southern 
members. 

It has now taken shape in a bill by 
Representative . Flood, of Virginia, 
drawn by Judge Holland, of Virginia, 
which provides that all farmers or farm 
hands, who have served in farming op- 
erations or as farm labor for two years, 
shall be transfered from Class 1 to 
deferred classifications. This will pre- 
vent their early conscription, and re- 
serve them for farm operations this 
approaching season. 

This means a great deal to the pro- 
ducing states, where so many thou-| 


sands of young farm hands are on the 
anxious bench and cannot plan with 
certainty as to the coming season. The 
measure is understood to be in favor 
with the administration, the soldier 
of the furrows now being considered 
second in importance only to the sol- 
dier of the trenches. The Georgia dele- 
gation is solidly behind this measure.
